SEALS ON ANNUAL MIGRATION 


Herds on Way to Bering Sea Pro- 
tected by Guard Boats.

SEATTLE, Feb. 16.—The North 
Pacific’s seal herds have started 
their great annual - migration to 
Bering Sea. Coast Guard cutters 
protecting the herds radioed today 
that small groups of seals had been 
sighted swimming northward to- 
ward the Pribiloff Island breeding 
ground. 

The cutters will patrol the move- 
ment until the seals are safely in 
Bering Sea. Native Indians will be 
allowed to kill seals during the mi- 
gration, using primitive weapons, 
but no motorboats or guns. Com- 
mercial hunting nearly wiped out 
seals before nations came to their 
rescue with treaties and regulations.

ROME, Feb. 16.—The _ Fascist 
Grand Council decreed a 40-hour 
week for workers as a permanent 
measure tonight. It also voted a 
“week-end of education” 
political and military training of 
boys and men from 6 to 56 years 
old. 

The Grand Council is the highest 
governing board in Italy. It is 
composed of the presidents of the 
Senate and Chamber, all the min- 
isters and Fascist leaders. Premier 
Mussolini names the members and 
they are responsible to him alone. 

In 1927, before the council Mus- 
solini proclaimed the “Fascist char- 
ter of labor,” claiming for the state 
the right to control all forces of 
production.

Required in 1934 in One Factory, 
NRA Reports. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. — The 
conflict between men and machines, 
as portrayed in NRA’s research re- 
port on the automobile industry, 
reads like a story from technoc- 
racy. 

But NRA’s report, by Leon Hen- 
derson, economic director, finds that 
the technical advances may, in the 
long run, “so reduce the price of the 
product as to produce more demand 
and greater than less employment.” 

Findings of NRA. 

Here is NRA's report: 

By eliminating wood parts in its 
automobile bodies, one body manu- 
facturer was able “to wipe out its 
entire wood mill, which in 1928 
employed 3000 men.” 

One company which made a one- 
piece stamping for the so-called un- 
derbody eliminated separate build- 
ing of some 30 parts, saving 50 
labor hours. 

A special welding machine, now 
requiring three men, eliminated 18 
men needed under the old process. 

A rough grinding process that 
formerly required six minutes is 
now done in 1.8 minutes. Another 
process was reduced from 12 to 6.82 
| minutes. 

Full capacity production of a cer- 
‘tain clutch housing was increased 


with no increase in men.

“It is the general feeling of many 
of those associated with the indus- 
try and certainly of those respon- 
sible for this study, that the man 
hours per car have decreased tre- 
mendously since 1929.

The Governmen: should enforce 
the labor provisions of the NRA, or 
scrap them, William M, Brandt, 
secretary of the Central Trades and 
Labor Union and a member of the 
St. Louis Regional Labor Board, 
told a mass meeting of labor sym- 
pathizers at the municipal auditoci- 


um yesterday afternoon. 

Declaring, “it is folly to have a 
law and not enforce it,” Brandt 
drew a comparison between’ the 
NRA labor situation and prohibi- 
tion enforcement. “We are not be- 
ing critical of the Government,” the 
speaker continued, “but we demand 
that it put teeth in the labor sec- 
tion of NRA, or do away with it.” 

Brandt said that employers had 
encouraged observance of the NRA, 
where it was to their advantage. 
Speaking as a member of the Re- 
gional Labor Board since its or- 
ganization, he said it was his ob- 
servation that “in more than 90 per 
cent of the cases we have heard 
the bosses had violated various sec- 
tions of the National Industrial Re- 
covery Act, while the workers had 
merely demanded their rights un- 
der the law.” 

Meeting of Protest. 

The meeting was called in pro- 
test against company unions, es- 
pionage directed against labor or- 
ganizations and police handling of 
strike pickets. A crowd of more

PORK OUTPUT OFF 43 PER CENT 


From January, 1934; Lewest 
Production in 24 Years. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 16-—A 24-year 
low record for January pork pro- 
duction was establihed last month, 
according to an analysis made to- 
day by the Institute of American 
Mat Packers. The number of hogs 
precessed into pork under Federal 
inspection during the month showed 
a decline of 43 per cent, compared 
with January, 1934. 

Approximately 3,000,000 hogs were 
dressed by the meat packing indus- 
try during January as compared 
with over 5,250,000 in January last 
year. Production showed a decline 
of more than 25 per cent compared 
with December, 1934. The small 
marketing of hogs was due to the 
decrease of hogs on farms, caused 
by the Government production con- 
trol program. The drouth also was 
a factor.

DR. TOWNSEND GETS 
~ HIS $200 A MONTH 


Pension Advocate Tells Sen- 
ators How Plan’s Promotion 
Is Financed. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. — Dr. 
F. A. Townsend of California tried 
for two hours today to convince 
the Senate Finance Committee that 
there was merit in his proposal to 
pay a Federal pension of $200 a 
month to every person more than 
60 years of age. Some of the ques- 
tions the Senators asked him were 


serious, others were obviously de- 
signed to ridicule his plan. Sen- 
ators and spectators showed by fre- 
quent laughter they enjoyed the 
proceedings, but Townsend never 
once smiled. 

At the conclusion, Chairman Har- 
rison announced the committee 
would conclude its hearings on the 
administration’s social security pro- 
gram next Wednesday and would 
try to frame a bill fair to all, but 
he told the Californian it would 
not include old age _ pensions of 
$200 a month. 

For a time the hearing was 
turned away from the merits of the 
plan and converted into an investi- 
gation of the organization built up 
to support it. Townsend testified 
the organization had collected about 
$50,000 and spent about $45,000 and 
that he received $50 a week. 

Senatars asserted the Townsend 
pension plan would cost $24,000,000,- 
000 a year and that the proposed 2 
per cent “transactions tax” prob- 
ably would leave a deficit of $19,- 
000,000,000 a year. Townsend replied 
that the plan would double

Air-Conditioning System. 

On the mezzanine floor, are an 
Observation room’. with windows 
looking down into both studios 
and fitted with loud speakers, and 
offices for the program directors 
and his assistants. The walls of 
the observation room are in pale, 
grayish green and the ceiling in 
cloudy terra cotta. The floor is 
covered with a heavy rust-colored 
Carpet, and the chairs and settees 
are in the modern classical style 
with rust-colored upholstery. 

Both of the new studios and the 
control rooms, offices and reception 
room connected with them are air- 
conditioned. Thermostatic contro] 
in each room and studio makes it 
possible to maintain the tempera- 
ture within one or two degrees. All 
air entering the studios and other 
rooms is filtered. The system sup- 
plies heat as well as ventilation in 
winter and properly cooled air in 
the warm months. 

The studio hitherto used 
KSD’s local broadcasting is now 
known as “C.” It is reserved for 
auditions, rehearsals and special 
auditions. The offices connected 
with it are used by KSD’s ales 
force. 

The Process of Broadcasting. 

The quality of a station’s broad- 
casting depends largely upon the 
efficiency of the control rooms, in 
which is centered the amplifying 
and -. olume controlling mechanism 
betr een the microphones and the 
tra ismitter. KSD has three of 
these rooms — the master room, 
measuring 12 by 16 feet, another

An essential part of KSD’s trans- 
mitter is the oscillator Stage. This 
governs what is called the fre- 
quency of KSD’s broadcasting, hold- 
ing it within five cycles’ variation 
from the station’s assigned frequen- 
cy of 550 kilocycles (550,000 cycles). 
As KSD is permitted a variation of 
00 cycles, the precision of its broad- 
casting may be realized. 

When it is said that KSD broad- 
casts on a frequency of 550 kilo- 
cycles, which is equivalent to 550,- 
000 cycles, it means that the waves

KSD to Have Super Power. 

As has been told, KSD has pur- 

chased a transmitter, which should 


be in service this year. This trans-| 


mitter will be equipped with a final 
push pull stage of two 10,000-watt 
tubes, which will give it a rating 
far in excess of the power that will 
be used. Microphones, amplifiers 


and control room mechanism have 


been designed to pass a tonal range 
of 30 to 10,000 cycles, so as to cover 
the deepest tones likely to be broad- 
cast for some years as well as the 
harmonics and overtones that give 
realism in reception of musical 
breadcasts. With tones of such a 
wide range fed into it, the new 
transmitter should broadcast with 
high fidelity and should put on the 
air a range of 30 to about 8000 


cycles when transmitting programs | 


from KSD’s own studios. 

The expectation that KSD will 
virtually become a super power sta- 
tion in the spring based upon 
the fact, well known to radio engi- 
neers, that transmitters have a high 
relative efficiency on frequencies 
around KSD’s 550 kilocycles as com- 
pared with their efficiency 
the same conditions on higher fre- 
quencies from around 1000 to 1500 
kilocycles.

In a report adopted unanimously 
by its House of Delegates, the or- 
ganization pointed out more than 
150 plans for medical service were 
undergoing study and trial in vari- 
ous communities and added: “Your 
Bureau of Medical Economics is 
ready and willing to advise medical 


societies in the creation and opera- | 


tion of such plans. The plans will 


serve the people of the community | 


in the prevention of disease, main- 
tenance of health and with cura- 
tive care in illness. They must 
meet apparent economic 
and safeguard the medical profes- 
sion. The House of Delegates em- 
phasizes the necessity for separate | 
provision for hospital facilities and 
physicians’ services.

Use of new enamels and paints 
(derived from the soy bean has 
speeded up enameling of parts and 
painting of bodies, yet gives a 
|finer, more lasting finish. 
| Inspection Thorough. 

Noticeable is the steadiness of 
the flow of parts to the department 
assembly lines, and from these lines 
to the final assembly conveyors, as 
well as the thoroughness of in- 
spection in every department. In- 
spectors are here, there, every- 
where, checking, testing, rejecting 
everything that does not meet rigid 
specifications. 

All metal parts go through & 
bonderizing procrss on the top floor 
of the plant--a combination of 
‘chemical processes and baking in 
ovens maintained at temperatures 
of 500 to 650 degrees—1000 degrees 
for some small parts—to insure 
against rusting. After being bon- 
derized, the parts go through the 
enameling departments where they 
are covered thoroughly with enamel 
derived from the soy bean and then 
'baked at the varying temperatures 
prescribed. To some parts the en- 
amel is applied by spraying. Oth- 
er parts are dipped into tanks of 
enamel from overhead conveyors, 
each tank containing enamel in 
one of the colors used on Ford cars. 

On the next floor down, is the 
body shop where all joints in the 
bodies are electrically welded, soe 
that they come out stronger than 
if they had been built originally as 
a whole. Then the bodies go on a 
long conveyor where workmen 
smooth and polish the welds. Then 
they are sanded, polished and 
primed in preparation for painting. 
The paints are mixed in a special 
department by machinery, to in- 
sure exactness of shade as well as 
thoroughness of mixing, and are 
piped to the sprayers. By use of 
soy bean paints the painting is fin- 
ished in only three hours as come 
pared with the 17 hours formerly 
required and the 10 days required 
for varnishing. 

Rapid, Yet Careful Assembling. 

After being painted, the bodies 
go to another conveyor where gangs 
of workmen, each handling a spe 
cific job, upholster and trim them 
under constant inspection. 

On another conveyor the frames 
are assembled. On another they 
pick up the wheel and brake as- 
sembles. Meanwhlie the engines 
are being assembled, part by part, 
on still another line.

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Flemington Like Western 
Mining Camp During Trial 


Bartenders, Waitresses Overworked, Hotels 
and Streets Jammed — 6,000,000 Words 
Sent Out on Hauptmann Case. 


By DAMON RUNYON. 
(Copyright, 1935.) 
FLEMINGTON, N. J., Feb. 16.— 
For more than a month we had in 
this pleasant little town in North 
Central New Jersey, a reproduction 
of an old-fashioned Western Min- 
ing camp, rising to its peak of ex- 


citement the last two days and 
nights of the Hauptmann trial. 

Flemington now has settled back 
into the peace and tranquility that 
characterizes the average small 
Jersey town, but it will have the 
memory of a sudden surge of life, 
and pace, that it is not likely soon 
to forget. 

This writer has been on the “bat- 
tlefront” of many a big news event, 
but he has never seen anything like 
the Flemington of January and Feb- 
ruary, 1935, and especially the Flem- 
ington of the last few days of the 
trial, with hundreds of newspaper 
men and women, and telegraph op- 
erators, and camera men massed at 
one point, and thousands of visitors 
streaming through their lines, 
drawn by curiosity. 

An Unbelievable Picture. 

It is a well nigh unbelievable pic- 
ture, except to those who have seer 
it, the two barrooms of the Union 
Hotel jammed to the walls with peo- 
ple, the air so fogged with tobacco 
smoke that faces can scarcely be 
distingyished, the clamor of voices, 
the shriek of laughter, the clatter 
of glasses. 

Outside, in Main _ street, the 
troopers of the New Jersey State 
Police in their sky blue uniforms, 
pistols swinging from’ cartridge 
belts, walk up and down. Across 
the way lights are burning in the 
Courthouse, and in the jail where 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann paces 
his cell. 

A mob stands in front of the hotel 
peering upward at the veranda, 
where the members of the jury 
trot up and down with a tremend- 
ous clatter, taking exercise. In the 
hallways are more troopers. 

The room where the operators 
and the newspaper writers try to 
work, on the ground floor of the 
Union Hotel just between the two 
bars, is jammed with visitors, staid 
looking citizens, matronly women, 
giggling girls, and gaping young 
men, peering over the shoulders of 
the scribes, and commenting loudly 
on their efforts. 

Students from Princeton drift 
through the crowd, messenger boys 
work their way in between the 
groups of strangers. There is an 
enormous din of chattering type- 
writers and telegraph keys, of 
voices, of moving feet. The barten- 


ders behind the two bars. rush 
around dealing out drinks. Tired 
waitresses in the dining room stag- 
ger under their burden of dishes, 
feeding one hungry horde while an- 
other waits at the doors. 

Such was Flemington the last 
two days and nights of the trial. 

By Train, Bus and Auto. 

The visitors came by train, bus 
and automobile from all over this 
section of New Jersey, from Penn- 
sylvania, from New York State. 
They had heard the names of many 
of the writers gathered here, and 
were eager to see them, to get their 
autographs. 

The numerous crackpots that the 
trial drew from all over the coun- 
try mingled with the mob, their 
eccentricities the butt of, witticism, 
and horse play. Farmers from the 
country surrounding Flemington, 
some in their working clothes, 
others all spruced up, watched the 
scene in amazement. 

It is incredible that a murder 
trial, especially a trial involving the 
harrowing circumstances of this 
particular trial, could be’ turned 
into a species of carnival, yet here 
was the scene, more fantastic than 
any movie director ever conceived. 

Not many of the actual figures 
of the trial were seen in the bizarre 
background, to be sure. Occasion- 
ally one of the local lawyers wan- 
dered through the crowds, only to 
retreat before the questions that 
were poured at him. 

6,000,000 Words Sent Out. 

More than 6,000,000 words have 
gone out of Flemington on the tele- 
graph wires to the newspapers of | 
this country, more than _ 80,000. 
words by cable to foreign papers, | 
and this takes no account of what | 
has been filed from Trenton, seat | 
of the week-end activities of the | 
lawyers during the trial. The ca- 
bles have gone to London, Austra- | 
lia and, oddly enough, Turin, Italy. | 

Over $40,000 in money came into 
Flemington, ordinarily a town of 
about 300 inhabitants, for the news- 
paper people by wire, this figure 
taking no account of money sent 
in by the newspapers by check. 
Some 6300 private messages were 
sent out over the wires, night let- 
ter and the like. 

In some respects it was a sorry 
scene, a sad commentary on our 
civilization and our manners. But | 
it is something that the cub report- 
ers working on the trial will talk | 
about when they are old men, and 
that the old men here will carry in 
exciting memory to their graves, 
and that Hunterdon County, New 
Jersey, will never — 


SEEKS PROOF MONOPOLY BARS 


Department of Justice Asks Cities 
Alliance to Draft Charges 
for Senate Inquiry. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—The 
anti-trust division of the Depart- 
ment of Justice today called upon 
the Cities Alliance, which includes 
St. Louis, Detroit, Milwaukee and 
several other mid-western cities, for 
proof of charges that a monopoly 
keeps natural gas out of these com- 
munities. 

John W. Smith, president of the 
Detroit City Council, and head of 
the alliance, was asked to draw up 
the charges. He will call on the. 
various cities for details. Charles 
M. Hay, City Counselor of St. Louis, | 
is a member of the Executive Board | 
of the alliance. 

The anti-trust division also asked 
to be consulted in connection with 
the resolution being drawn up for 
presentation in the Senate demand- 
ing an investigation of natural gas 
reserves and how they are con- 
trolled. 

Senator James Couzens (Rep.), 
Michigan, and Senator Vic Dona- 
hey (Dem.), Ohio, conferred with 
Smith today. Both are members of 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 
Commission which would conduct 
the investigation. 

Specifically the Departure of 
Justice asked Smith to call on the 
cities in the alliance to furnish all 
details of an alleged secret agree- 
ment between Columbia Gas & Elec- 
tric Co. and United Light & Power 
Co. for an extension of the pipe line 
of the Panhandle Eastern Pipeline 
Corporation to Detroit.

FINAL RULING IS SOUGHT 
ON FRAZIER-LEMKE LAW | 


Quickly Validity of Statute on 
Farm Mortgages. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. — The 
Supreme Court was urged today to 
rule on the validity of the Frazier- 
Lemke law virtually forced through 
in the closing hours of the last 
Congress to help mortgage-harassed | 
farmers. | 

The act has been a subject of! 
dispute since its passage. Pres- | 
ident Roosevelt in signing it said | 
it probably would need amendment. | 
Four Federal District Courts and 
the Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals | 
have declared it constitutional. Two 
other District Courts have ruled it | 
invalid. | 

If attempts to scale a farmer's 
debts down to a figure which would 
enable him to pay fail, the law pro- 
vides for a five-year moratorium. 
The property may not be §fore- 
closed during that period if the 
owner pays a “reasonable rental.” 
The act also enables the farmer to 
obtain full title to his property by 
the payment of its appraised value, 
regardless of the amount stipulat- 
ed in the mortgage, at the end of 
the five-year stay period. 

In upholding Minnesota’s mora- 
torium law, the high court gave its 
approval to similar procedure for 
rental payments over a_ two-year 
period, but the question of dis- 
charging the mortgage at less than 
its face value was not involved. 

Both debtor and creditor in the 
case brought to court today joined 
in asking for review and expedi- 
tious action.

CHAMBER COMMITTEE 
PASSES ON 32 BILLS 


Approves Eight on Criminal 
Procedure, Opposes Measure 
on Labor Injunctions. 


The Executive Committee of the 
Chamber of Commerce announced 
yesterday that it had approved 17 
bills pending before the State Leg- 
islature and disapproved 15. 

Among those approved were eight 
measures, House Bills 262 to 269, 
inclusive, drafted by a special com- 
mittee of the State Bar Associa- 
tion to improve criminal court 
procedure. 

Others approved included Senate 
Bill 84, enabling St. Louls and Kan- 
sas City to create housing authori- 
ties and thereby obtain Federal 
funds for housing improvement; 
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House Rill 216, creating a depart- 
ment for conservation of game and 
fish, and House Bill 335, providing 
that the present bus and truck law 
shall not apply to vehicles oper- 
ated exclusively in the limits of a 
municipality. 

The committee opposed Senate 
Bill 73, requiring publication in the 
State Manual of the pdlitics of 
every employe of the State, includ- 
ing employes of the State Highway 
Department. Defeat of the meas- 
ure was urged as an aid to keep- 
ing the Highway Department out 
of politics. 

Also opposed were Senate Bill 85, 
levying a State excise tax on crude 
petroleum products; House Bill 352, 
levying a 5 per cent tax on gross 
receipts from the sale of 19 classi- 
fications of tangible property; 
Senate Bil] 74, prohibiting courts 
from issuing restraining orders or 
temporary injunctions in _ cases 
growing out of controversies as to 
conditions of employment, and 
Joint and Concurrent Resolution 
No. 12, submitting to voters a pro- 
posed Constitutional amendment 
providing that the State shall take 
over, without compensation, all

“But the point at which the 
general policy of the Government 
must needs seem vulnerable ~lies 
in the contrast between the exist- 
ence of abundant supplies side by 
side with a large population too 
poor to buy all they want. There 
is something shocking, even to the 
most academic economist, in the 
destruction of what is known as 
‘surplus food’; and clearly the 
next step, after giving some se- 
curity to efficient producers, must 
be to see whether remunerative 
wholesale prices cannot be com- 
bined with retail prices within the 
means of more consumers. 

“Efforts in this direction can be 
made without championing either 
of the foolish assertions that dis- 
tributers are a pack of thieves or 
that the existing system of distri- 
bution is impeccable. Experiments 
in distribution may well result in 
some further closing of the gap 
between wholesale and retail 
prices and, at the same time, be 
of use to retailers by directing the 
attention of consumers to the 
better classes of foodstuffs.” 

The Government’s viewpoint 
has been expressed by Earl De La 
Warr, parliamentary secretary to 
the Minister of Agriculture, who 
was formerly a Labor peer and 
followed Ramsay MacDonald into 
the first national government in 
1931 to become a ‘National La- 
borite.”’ 

“The attitude of the Govern- 
ment,”” he said, *“‘must be one of 
friendliness to such an ex peri- 
ment.

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How Cities and Shoe Workers Have 
Been Affected by “Decentralization” 
Of Industry in Massachusetts 


Thousands Thrown Upon Relief Rolls When Factory Migra- 
tion to Villages Began—Officials Describe Desperate Plight 
of Lowell, Salem, Beverly and Haverhill at NRA Hearing.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16. 

ABOR leaders, aided by Federal experts 
[ane city officials, sought to show at a 

series of hearings here recently, how some 
NRA codes have intensified rather than less- 
ened the dire effects on labor of industrial 
competition. They presented a concentrated 
survey of a single section of one industry in 
which all the phases of industrial warfare 
have seemingly been accentuated by the work- 
ings of the code. 

The shoe industry im Massachusetts was 
the subject of these NRA hearings. As the 
result of pressure vrought by the Massachu- 
setts delegation in Congress, a committee of 
NRA officials made a preliminary study of the 
field. This committee's report, made public 
last November, was so damning that the se- 
ries of hearings was arranged. 


Both Sides of the Story. 

Employers, replying to the testimony of 
labor and the Government, were satisfied, for 
the most part, to point out that the practices 
complained of had their origination before the 
NRA; that if they had become more common 
it was because of the depression rather than 
the codes. Only one or two argued that con- 
ditions for employer and employe were im- 
proved. 

For two days city officials, Government ex- 
perts and union leaders told of thousands of 
workers thrown upon relief in the cities, fac- 
tory migration to rural areas to escape labor 
costs, wage scales based upon code mini- 
mums; mostly, they charged, the fault of the 
boot and shoe code. The code was dictated, 
they asserted, by the large manufacturers, to 
serve their own interests. 

What is happening in this old and well 
established industry, several witnesses point- 
ed out, is in many respects typical of trends 
in all industries in the present stage of cap- 
italist development—the monopoly stage in 
the view of many economists. Particularly is 
this true, it was pointed out, of the move- 
ment of industry from the city to the small 
town. Under the spur of the depression, 
smaller communities are bidding for branch 
plants which will employ workers now on re- 
lief rolls. This is being tied in with the Gov- 
ernment’s subsistence homestead program. As 
an example, a homestead project is offered 
to a community on condition that an industry 
be obtained which will supply the necessary 
cash wage, to be supplemented by farming 
small tracts of ground provided by the Gov- 
ernment. 


Many Cities in Distress. 


The desperate plight of several Massachu- 
setts cities was described by Representative 
A. Piatt Andrew, Salem, Beverly and Lowell 
were in dire circumstances, while Haverhill 
faced actual ruin, Andrew said. In the latter 
city the major part of the population is threat- 
ened with want. Not only are the shoe work- 
ers without work, Andrew explained, but the 
shoe industry is so important to the city that 
the real estate owners, the lawyers, doctors 
and shop keepers and all their employes find 
themselves without a means of livelihood. 

Mayor James J. Bruin of Lowell and Mayor 
J. Fred Manning gave similar testimony. In 
Lowell, according to Bruin, there were 1500 
former shoe factory employes on the relief 
rolls, although Lowell was not primarily a 
shoe center. Average yearly earnings of shoe 
factory workers in Massachusetts, Manning 
said, dropped from $1300 before the depres- 
sion to $747 in 1933 and even lower in 1934. 

‘‘Manufacturers plead with me for lower 
labor costs,’”’ he said. ‘‘At the same time, wel- 
fare costs rise. Shoe workers represent 42 
per cent of the city. There are now 5400 
families on relief rolls, compared with 2050 
last November.”’ 


Migration of Factories. 


The migration of shoe factories from these 
and other Massachusetts cities to small towns 
in Maine, New Hampshire and Vermont was 
responsible for the plight of the cities, the 
witnesses agreed. 

They blamed provisions in the boot and 
shoe code—allowing a lower minimum wage 
scale in towns of a certain size, the much- 
discussed population differential—for the mi- 


gration. 
Manning called attention

Obviously, their motive, he said, was to get 
their own citizens off the relief rolls and on 
to a payroll, however low the wage scale. One 
town in New Hampshire had used the town 
trucks to move a shoe company to its new 
location. Others offered money, free factory 
or free factory site, free water power and, 
above all, freedom from labor trouble. Mas- 
sachusetts, according to Manning, is the most 
highly unionized section of the country, so far 
as the shoe manufacturing industry is con- 
cerned, and once had the highest standard of 
wages with the exception of New York State. 


Wages Cut to Save Firm. 

From a single town, Salem, according to 
George J. Bates, Mayor, first one company mi- 
grated, throwing 750 workers out of employ- 
ment; then another firm, leaving 200 jobless 
behind; and finally two small firms failed, 
adding 60 other shoe workers and their fami- 
One of the few remaining 
firms of any size, was saved only ‘“‘through 
the co-operation of workers in accepting a 15 
per cent reduction in wages, affecting about 
250 workers.”’ 

‘“‘It appears,’’ said Bates, ‘‘the only way 
shoe workers can be gainfully employed is 
by taking a drastic reduction in the wage 
scale, notwithstanding the constantly increas- 
ing cost of living. If something is not done, 
then it will be only a matter of a short peri- 
od of time until the shoe industry of Massa- 
chusetts will be extinct.”’ 

City Attorney. George Karelitz of Haverhill 
said that the addition of 651 families to the 
relief rolls during the past six months could 
be directly attributed to the operation of the 
code, Before the code went into effect, Kare- 
litz said, eight factories formerly situated in 
Haverhill returned to that city, while since 
the code had been in operation 56 firms em- 
ploying 5890 workers and having a total pay- 
roll of $4,490,455 had gone into bankruptcy, 
moved from the city or been liquidated. 


Suggestions for Betterments. 


The Rev. Francis J. Haas, member of the 
NRA Labor Advisory Board, who participated 
in the original hearings on the shoe code, 
called for drastic changes; a vertical scale of 
three minimum weekly wages to. protect 
skilled workers; removal of the population, 
sex and Southern wage differentials; a 30- 
hour maximum work week for the entire in- 
dustry and reorganization of the Code Author- 
ity to give labor representation. Father Haas 
referred to the hope at the time of the adop- 
tion of the code that the 40-hour week would 
restore employment to 1929 levels and added: 

“The indices of employment of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics show that employment dur- 
ing the last six months of 1934 was slightly 
below the indices for the same months of 
1933. Furthermore, adequate equitable ad- 
justments in wages have not been made, since 
there were no previous wage scales in many 
of the areas into which plants have migrated. 
This migration was encouraged by the various 
differentials written into the minimum wage 
provisions of the code, resulting in a situa- 
tion of unfair rather than of fair competi- 
tion.”’ 


*‘Example of Fascism.”’ 


“A purer example of Fascism could not 
have been concocted,’’ John M. Mara, presi- 
dent of the Boot and Shoe Workers’ Union, 
said of the code. ‘“‘It put into effect the orig- 
inal idea of the United States Chamber of 
Commerce in its advocacy of a recovery body 
which would regiment labor for the benefit 
of and exploitation by industry. The forma- 
tion of the shoe code and the drift of it dur- 
ing the past 15 months give clear evidence 
of a trend that is of the highest concern not 
only to workers in the shoe industry, but to 
labor in every industry and to the country 
as a whole.’’ 

Mara charged the code was written ‘“‘by in- 
dustry for industry, through the help of the 
Government.’’ 

“The public hearing and the _ post-hear- 
ing conferences,” he said, ‘“‘were held by a 
retired General of the Ordnance as deputy ad- 
ministrator, who used methods which belong 
to a court-martial, and not to an organiza- 
tion which was set up supposedly to pro- 
mote, among other things, industrial democ- 
racy, or partnership of government, industry 
and labor. 

“If the NRA is going to draw an iron ring 
around labor, as it has done in 


this code, ° 


the day has come when the fact must 
Roosevelt administration. If it is not the in- 
tention of the administration to oppress and 
permit the exploitation of labor in this man- 
ner, it is time that fact should also be known, 
and this code reopened for amendments, 
whether the Code authority approves of such 
a move or not.” 

Mara cited figures which he said showed 
profits in the boot and shoe industry had 
greatly increased from 1932 to 1933, and that 
manufacturing cost had dropped 5 per cent 
from 1933 to 1934. Instead of raising wages 
and making a real contribution to the recov- 
ery program, manufacturers had increased 
their dividends, he said. 


Says Two Firms Control. 


Another union witness, Joseph Bearak, 
counsel for the United Shoe and Leather 
Workers’ Union, warned of the swift techno- 
logical changes that have taken place in the 
industry during the depression, creating 
further unemployment. Within two years, he 
said, all cutting in the industry would be done 
by machines, and he offered this as only an 
example of the kind of changes that are tak- 
ing place. Bearak charged that opposition to 
wage adjustments came from the Internation- 
al Shoe Co. and the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co., ‘‘who control the trade association which 
acts as a Code Authority.” 

According to Bearak, who argued in favor 
of the 30-hour week, from 10,000 to 15,000 
shoe workers have been displaced since the 
code went into effect, due to factory migra- 
tions and the consequent training of workers 
in new towns. He put the total unemployed 
in the industry at about 60,000. 


Moving of Plants. 


Two Government witnesses, Paul Hutchings 
of the NRA Labor Advisory Board, and Caro- 
line Manning of the Women’s Bureau of the 
Department of Labor, contributed what was 
perhaps the most thoroughgoing indictment of 
the code in relation to the migration of in- 
dustry, They declared that migration had oc- 
curred not only in the East but throughout 
the Middlewest, especially in the important 
shoe centers, St. Louis, Milwaukee and Cin- 
cinnati. 

About 20 factories have changed locations 
since the shoe code went into effect in Octo- 
ber of 1933, according to Miss Manning. Thus, 
the Brown Shoe Co. of St. Louis, she said 
moved three of its plants, from Charleston, 
lil., to Dixon, Il., from Moberly, Mo., with a 
population of 13,772, to Pittsfield, Ill., with 
a population under 2500, and from Mattoon, 
Ill., with a population of 14,631, to Caruth- 
ersville, Mo., with a population of 4781. The 
Johnson, Stephens & Shinkle Shoe Co. moved 
a plant from St. Louis to Rolla, leaving 600 
unemployed shoe workers in St. Louis, but 
employing approximately only 400 in Rolla, 
according to Miss Manning's statistics. 


Bids by Small Towns. 

“Rarely did an employer admit that the 
move was to escape trade union domination,” 
she said, ‘‘yet many of the recent shifts have 
been from localities where the labor unions 
are active to unorganized centers, anti-union 
in sentiment.’’ 

Inducements offered by civic organizations 
to influence shoe factories that are shopping 
around for a favorable location are much the 
same in the Middle West as in the East, Miss 
Manning said. : 

“Title to the factory buildings, occupied 
rent free in the meantime,’ she added, “‘is 
usually contingent upon the payment of a 
stipulated amount in wages by the firm in a 
given number of years. Towns have put up 
new structures at a cost of thousands of dol- 
lars for use as a shoe factory. Other towns 
have spent equally jarge sums in repairing 
and altering old buildings to suit the pur- 
poses of the shoe manufacturers. In addi- 
tion, cash payments of a few thousand dollars 
are often made to cover moving costs. Re- 
ductions are made in electric. power and 
water rates. 

“Residents of the new locations are often 
so desperate for a job that they were reported 
as having offered to work for nothing while 
they learned their jobs, although the company 
refused theoffer. There is a record of em- 
ployes having pledged $50 to be paid in 
weekly installments to the Chamber of Com-

MAN’S BATTLE AGAINST MAN. 

The fight of the human race to survive, its efforts 
on a hundred fronts against disease and the elements, 
its now comparatively easy battle against other 
predatory animals, is simplified by single-minded- 
ness, by unanimity of determination among the race 
to down the microbe, the flood or the man-eating 
tiger of India. Not so in the race’s bitterest battle 
of all, the effort of man in the mass to win his right 
to live decently and freely despite the selfishness 
and raw ambition of the individual with the Napole- 
onic complex. Here, where the political evolution of 
centuries is at stake, with all the glories of semi- 
independence that man has achieved in the balance, 
man in the mass ceases to act rationally—and for 
reasons that are as discouraging as they are obvious. 

As a ease in point, take the story of Louisiana 
and Huey Long. The Louisiana Senator has become 
dictator in a formerly free American commonwealth, 
and that by virtue of a majority vote of that State’s 
citizenry. What was the basis of the man’s rise to 
power? Simply his possession of an amazingly persua- 
give tongue, an ability to go before the less fortunate 
of Louisiana’s voters—and most voters in Louisiana, 
as everywhere else, fall into that category—and con- 
vince these economically harassed people that they 
have a right to more of the good things of life and 
that he is the man who will provide that greater 
abundance. 

A recent Post-Dispatch article on Long and Louisi- 
ana quoted the remarks of Ellen Wilkinson, of the 
British Labor party, concerning Hitler and Musso- 
lini. She said: “The modern dictator, starting as a 
crusader on the left wing for popular causes, rises 
to power through constitutional means and then 
uses the power of the state to smash his opponents.” 
That is true but it is not enough. For other crusad- 
ing liberals, in Germany, Austria and the United 
States, have preached the word of common decency 
and economic necessity and have got nowhere so far 
as rolling up great popular votes behind them has 
been concerned. 

The success of the crusader, unaided by money or 
political machine, must in the beginning rest on his 
persuasiveness, and that is precisely where the 
mountebank, the man with the will to power regard- 
less of how he gains that power, invariably has the 
advantage over any sincere rival. While the latter 
engages in honest discussion, making no false prom- 
ises, keeping his intellectual and moral integrity, 
the rabble-rouser jumps to the stump unhampered 
by facts or practical possibilities, caring not what 
he promises, waving his arms as he waves his tongue, 


ties and for other reasons unrelated to insurance, 
It would be well to amend the pending bill so as to 
meet any reasonable objections of the fraternal so- 
cieties.

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A MISTAKEN CONSERVATION IDEA. 

House Bill No. 216, now before the General Assem- 
bky of Missouri, provides for a bounty of 50 cents 
each on hawks, eagles and horned owls. 

Presumably, this suggestion has as its objective 
the conservation of upland game, but it is a mis- 
taken idea. Predatory birds, except in areas of great 
concentration, are not hurtful to upland game. The 
science of ornithology shows that birds of prey are 


responsible for the qualities which make upland 


game a favorite with sportsmen. The fact that up- 
land game hides, lies to dogs, rushes to covert and 
rises with a great burst of speed, is attributable to 
its natural enemies. It is the quick or the dead. 
But it is far from being true that birds of prey 
decimate the numbers of upland game birds. There 
were a great many more birds of prey and a great 
many more upland game birds when nature balanced 
pursued and pursuer. Dr. W. L. McAtee, principal 
biologist of the United States Bureau of Biological 
Survey, says the erroneous persecution of eagles, 
hawks and owls is far more likely to extinguish 


those species than it is to increase the supply of’ 


upland game birds. 

The plight of the bald eagle—a national emblem— 
is alarming. The bald eagle has been wantonly killed 
all over the nation until it is almost extinct. The 
bird lays but two eggs in a season, and it has been 
so much molested that it has been unable to hold 
its own @éither on the breeding ground or the hunt- 
ing range. The bald eagle is not a menace to any 
other species. It is the victim of more misinforma- 
tion than any other bird we have. The efforts of 
science to stop destruction of the bald eagle are both 
pragmatic and patriotic. We need the bird. We 
should revere it.

FRATERNALS AND THE NEW INSURANCE CODE. 
Thus far, the chief opposition to thé proposed new 
insurance code for Missouri has come ftom fraternal 
societies, which are placed by the bill under the same 
restrictions as purely Commercial lifé insurance com- 
panies. Under the code, these societies would be sub- 
ject to the 2 per cent premium tax, they would be 
limited in the investments they make, and they 


' would be forced to deposit securities in places desig- 


nated by the State Superintendent of Insurance. 


Theoretically, since such societies depend on their 


bring in new members, each member 
would be required to have a solicitor’s license and 


i pay a $3 fee. 


The past history of fraternal insurance is not a 


very happy one. Many fraternal insurance funds were 
,not set up originally on an actuarial 


basis and, 
therefore, as the members died off, the funds were 
inadequate to meet the demands upon them. In: re- 
cent years, according to one of the spokesmen of the 


fraternal societies, F. M. McDavid, this condition has 


largely been remedied. “We have cleaned housé, 80 
to speak,” he said, “and fraternal insurance is on a 
sound basis. It has gone through these depression 
years Without difficulty.” 

Whether fraternal insurance should continue in 
the future, as it has in the past, entirely ffee from 
Supervision, we doubt. But we do think that the aw- 
thors of a generally excellent code might have made 
a line of demarcation between fraternal insurance 
and the purely commercial companies. After all. 
there is a clear distinction between the two. A man 
usually joins a fraternal order, not just to huy insur-

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THE DRIVERS’ LICENSE WRANGLE. 

It is extrethely regrettable that controversy and 
bickering are besetting the efforts to give Missouri 
its long-delayed drivers’ license law. The House has 
passed a license measure, sponsored by the Automo- 
bile Club, with no provision for examination of ap- 
plicatits, save those with some physical or mental 
defect. Spottsors of the Safety Council bill, which re- 
quifes examinations for all applicants, now have ap- 
peared before the Senate Roads and Highways Com- 
mitteé to urge their meastire and attack the one al- 
tfeady passed by the House. 

The urgent need is for protection of the public by 


enactment of a drivers’ license bill. Desirable as it’ 


might be to have examination of all applicants, that 


is a secondary consideration beside the major neces- | 
sity. Once a drivers’ license law is placed in effect, | 


it may be amended later to include compulsory exam- 
ination, if that addition is found desirable and prac- 
ticable. The bill as it now stands will mean, after all, 
a great improvement over the present absence of 
control over drivers. 

There are two categories of undesirable drivers: 
those physically or mentally disqualified, and those 
habitually reckless or drunken. Those in the latter 
category are by far the more numerous, but few of 
them could be weeded out by examination. Suspen- 
sion of license, as proposed in the bill approved by 
the House, is the most effective way of reaching 
them, And those in the first group whose driving 


ability is in doubt may be subjected to examination.

In our comment last Dec. 30 on this difference of 
opinion, we urged ‘‘all advocates of a drivers’ license 
law to confer and agreé upon the form of legislation 
to be pushed, lest the measure fall by the wayside 
in a conflict over details.”

News of the unusual sentence im- 
posed by Judge Smith aroused wide- 
spread interest and elicited both ap- 
proval and disapproval. Newspaper 
and newsreel photographers hastened 
to the scene. Some members of the 
\nderson Council of Women and of 
the local Humane Society thought the 
penalty was too severe and considered 
doing something about it. The mat- 
ter was called to the attention of CGov- 
ernor Paul V. McNutt, but he didn’t 
feel disposed to interfere. 

In the meantime, Edward began his 
punitive pedestrianism. On a Friday 
morning he set out from the jail here, 
a 20-pound sack of bricks over his 
shoulder, and hiked to Alexandria. He 
made the 12 miles in three hours and 
45 minutes. He told Chief of Police 
David Benedict of Alexandria that he 
stopped only once to rest. Edward has 
been active in athletics in high school, 
and is a tall, strong boy. 

That afternoon the youth plodded 
back to Anderson. His feet were pret- 
ty sore after the 24 miles and he was 
tired. But he didn’t appear to be 
downhearted. ‘I'd a lot rather do this 
walking than go to the reformatory,”’ 
he said.

ifestations, concrete and irration- 
al. of that sensational and often 
obscure world discovered by 
Freud. which, I have no doubt, is 
one of the most important discoyv- 
eries of our epoch, 

“The fact that I myself at the 
moment of painting my pictures 
know nothing of their meaning is 
not‘to say that the images in ques- 
tion are without sense. On the 
contrary, their meaning is so pro- 
found, systematic and complex 
that they require an absolutely 
scientific interpretation.’
